Changes in. annual rates of
income, that would serve to
make a person on veterans
pension ineligible to cohtinue
receiving pension, must be re-
ported, promptly to the Veter-
ans Administration.

The point was ' emphasized
yesterday by Veterans ‘Seryice
Officer Mrs. Sara' R. Bridges,
Veterans Service Center, Tor-
rance, who said ‘the ' im-
portance of such reports ap-
plies to pensioners under eith-
